Most of the 
decrees and laws incutionczl in the annexe have appeared in 
the ^press at tbe time of tbeir promiilgatioii, but their piiblica- 
tion lu coin pint e form ha s serv e d as d timely reminder of tbe 
plight of Jews and non-Aryans under Nazi rule, a plight 
which is being aggravated rather than diminished. As one 
League observer remarked to. lue, the document reveals 
rond t U o os —worse lhau tliu worst" TPport oT”sTaVery—evW^ 
submitted to tbc League.

League against Italy. In Oerraaii circles the fear is expressed tbat 
If the League approves Mr. McDonald’s recommondafion- that 
diplomatic correctness should give way to considerations of 
immainty , U migh t take co lleotivu proeutluke against Germany, 
especially since France, which has borne the brunt of the refugee 
wave, has long been demanding that tbe League, should force

Acoordiiig to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency drastic instructions 
issued to the police on Christmas Eve as an administrative order of 

-t-he-Mmistrj^L^he InterioF-willf-after-Uia 



30,000 Jew'S of their means of livelihood. Tlie instructions provide 
that tho police autlioritics are not to renew the permits of Jewish 
('ommcrcial, travellers, whjch are customarily renewed between 
(■hristma.s ulid the New Year. WiGiout such a licence, no coimnercial 
traveller has the right to canvass merchandise in any district other 
than the one in whirrh his linn has its lieadquaifw^. The order was 
issued on the grounds tlmt JcAvs arc no longer politically reliable,'* 
Jewish travellei*K are, according to the explanation, a great danger to 
the Nazi Reich since, if pennitted to travel, they constituU* an element 
lik<*Iy to spread atrocity storit^ in various parts of the countiy. 

So grave may be the eousi*quences of this order, that Jcwisl) 
leatleis on Ghristmas Day urgently ap|ieal©d to Dr. Schacht, accord¬ 
ing to the J.T.A.j for immediate action to nullify the order of the 
Ministry of the Interior. Sliould tlie instructions ‘ Hot bo rescinded, 
t>ver 2,000 himilK^ in Berlin, ivlone will be deprived of tlieir means of 
Uv’i'Iihood. The total number of Jew’ish eominerciul tr ave llers is larger 
than the total number of Jews engaged ih tiie, legal, niedical and all 
the other professions. It is estimated by jfewish leaders that between 
30,000 and 40,000. Jews kn-n their livinjjf on the road. The J.T.A,. 
• ('oiTespondent was told at the Ministrj’ of Economics that, according 
to official data, tlM*re-are 24.386 JewLsh coi^nrnereial travellers. Accord¬ 
ing to ri^liable estimates of Jewish organi^tions, however, the number 
it much larger. 

In addition to this > sweeping measure, tlio instructions provide, 
sny.s_ the J.T,A., that the police should not issue lioences to Jewish 
manufacturers Avho wish to employ eoinmereial travellers, on the 
giwmds that they also might be responsible for spreading atrocity

Unable to force tlie Magdeburg Jewish-owned department store 
Barash Brothers to dismiss its Jewish employees, the local authorities 
adopted the novel course of bringing a wholesale charge of 
liassenschande against Jews employed in the store.

-M^deburg—states that a number of tJ ewish employees, hpldii^ the 
most responsible pusitioqa in the store, liave been arrested “ for’i*aciar 
desecration ’■ and the oy^rs have fled. The cliief of police’ further 
announces that the owners ofsthe sb.^re* were forced by him to replace 
their staff manager by a member of the Nazi Party, “ appointed by tho 
cl^f of police.*’ Tliis, the announcement rnlds, diK's not yet mean 
that the firm is to be considered as non-Jewisli. 

The store, which was closed down, has now been pern til t<*tl to 
re-open. 

At a spcx^ial meeting of '^arty members in Magdeburg, the Nazi 
chief cotiiinissioner, Herr Krause, delix'ered a violent anti-Jewisli 
addtess, uiging the strictest application of the an^i-Jewish laws.

Two Naas-Ifave been sentenced in Karlsruhe tt» three .months’ 
imprisonment for blackinatlmg and attacking a Jew in an effort to 
obtain his signature to a document stating tliut he cancelled" a debt 
owed him by one of them. Tlie debt consisted of a mortgage worth 
a themsand marks, which the victim of the attack hod held since 1925. 

The public prosecutoi' demanded sevciv punishment, and he bused 
his demand on the plea that the action of the defendants was definitely 
against the will of Hitler, who was [opposed to individual anti-Jewish 
actions.*’ The accused, he said, heid therefore acted against the State 
as well as i^ainst the plaintiff by dragging the Jew into n room, 
beating him. up and,trying to force liim to sign a document.

An anti-Jerwisli de<n<pxistration was thereupon staged 
before the department store, leading to the arrest of the five Jews, 
who were released aJter tbe withdrankal of their complaint and after 
they had agnml to ugn a statement to the effect that diey liad closed

\Var, in-which, it is stated, Germany lostViW'deeistee batetc: 
historical- students, a description of tlie battle of Jutland eoiitaimxl 
in this book states tliat ” the British Fleet flotl, shattered and broken, 
bock to its mouse hole.” Another spetion which gives a study of the 
Nordic race, says that the good Noidie limn must be capable of 
liatrod, wliich is “a pow’or of the soul as much as lovc.pr faith.” 
Finally, a section describes how “pojuilar sports are an exwUcnt 
means of promoting ability.” 

Discriminations against Jewish atldetes continue, and in Hamburg 
the Jewish sports clubs-Atve-LcQU- notifiecL_by-„the authQrities_tliat_ 
they may no longer use the public batlis for traiiiing.
